CAR SALES ABROAD 
HOLDING UP WELL 


Department of Com- 
merce Reviews the 
First Quarter

ASHINGTON, May 21. 

—Sales of automotive 
vehicles in foreign countries 
during the first quarter of 
this year were reported as 
favorable. In many coun- 
tries the first three months of 
the year are usually slower 
than the second and third 
quarters on account of winter 
and rainy seasons. 

In established foreign markets 
for American cars, the sale of 
closed models has increased con- 
siderably in the last year. in ad- 
dition, American cars are gaining, 
mostly in the sales of low-priced 
models, especially in countries 
where gasoline cost is high. 

The automotive division of the 
Department of -Commerce today 
“made public reports from trade 
representatives and American con- 
sular officials abroad, from which 
the following condensed informa- 
tion is available: 

United Kingdom 

Sales of American cars and trucks 
have been steady during the quar- 
ter. The trend of passenger car de- 
mand is for the closed models and 
an increased interest in 6-cylinder 
cars In the truck market the 
volume emphasis was on the lighter 
vehicles where some American 1 to 
2-ton trucks have done exceptionally 
well 

France 

Seasonal dullness affected 
motive sales during the quarter, 
sales of European and American 
cars exceeded those of the first 
quarter in 1928. The production of 
many domestic companies for the 
beginning of the year were 10 to 15 
per cent. higher.

tempted in any industry, in the 
course of which virtually every re- 
tail outlet for denatured alcohol 
for anti-freeze use will be reached 
with merchandising material by 
personal representatives of the in- 
stitute, it was anounced today. 
Operating from about 80 centers, 
a corps of 200 men working on be- 
half of the institute will call on 
retailers by automobile. They will 
carry outdoor signs and window 
streamers, wall charts, a new alco- 
hol tester developed by the insti- 
tute, and a manual of sales infor- 
mation designed to help the dealer 
in merchandising the product 

In test campaigns run last win- 
ter in six localities it was found 
that retail outlets could readily 
be reached by this method, and 
that nearly every dealer, if per- 
sonally approached, would be glad 
to make use of the sales helps 
offered him. The localities select- 
ed for the test were the Mohawk 
Valley in New York State; the 
Detroit vicinity; four counties 
around Dayton,.0O.; six counties 
in the Scranton area; three in the 
Oklahoma City district, and six 
around Des Moines. Every sort

They will 
continue to sell through wholesale 
distributors of automotive products 
gasoline and oil, drugs and paints 
and hardware The travelers for 
the institute will not be salesmen, 
but simply merchandising aids. The 
individual manufacturers will con- 
tinue to promote their own brands 
in the manner they have found to 
be most effective 

The travelers will hang the signs 
and wall charts and paste up the 
streamers for the dealers. They 
will display the Alco-Tester, which 
shows instantly the point of tem- 
perature at which the alcohol and 
water mixture in the radiator will 
freeze, irrespective of the tempera- 
ture of the solution at the time of 
testing. The use of the merchan- 
dising manual is also explained to 
the dealer, who is required to sign 
an acknowledgment of the installa- 
tion of the signs and the receipt of 
the other sales helps 

There is no charge for any of 
the display and merchandising 
material, but a nominal price is 
set for the tester. The travelers 
will not sell the device, but will 
leave order blanks for the dealers 
to fill out.

gallon. Experience has shown that 
the usual sale is two quarts, which 


is obviously insufficient for a big 
car and for small cars also in many 
parts of the country. It is also 
suggested that the dealer call up 
some of his customers when a cold 
wave is due and recommend the 
addition of alcohol to the radiator. 
Another of the many sales hints is 
that the tester be used on cars re- 
maining overnight in a garage or 
service station and a tag be left 
showing the temperature point at 
which the radiator fluid will freeze. 

The campaign is designed to 
reach the dealer just prior to the 
period when he will be starting to 
sell alcohol for anti-freeze pur- 
poses. Thus in the coldest parts 
of the country the dealers would be 
reached in the latter part of Sep- 
tember, while in the more southerly 
districts they might not be called 
upon until the middle of Novem- 
ber. 

In this way the promotional] work 
of the institute will coincide with 
the sales solicitation of distributors, 
who, in the period when cold 
weather is drawing nearer, are mak- 
ing their strongest efforts to sell the 
dealers. The plan is to co-operate 
with the wholesalers in every way 
possible. 

The whole merchandising cam- 
paign will be supported by a more 
extensive and varied advertising 
plan than the institute has hith- 
erto attempted. Dealers will be 
reached by an amplified list of 
their trade publications, and 
wholesalers will be similarly cov- 
ered. The trade circulation of 
these magazines is over 365,000. 
The unique point about the ad- 
vertising plan is that weather bu- 
reau reports will be employed to re- 
lease advertisements. When a cold 
wave is reported as approaching a 
city or district, advertisements pre- 

red in advance and warning mo- 
rists to protect their engines will 
be re} by telegraph. The news- 
paper list covers more than 200 key 
cities. An additional tie-up is that 
the cold wave warnings and advice 
will be broadcast from thirty-four 
radio stations in as many cities. The 
radio broadcasting will take place 
every night during the winter, the 
announcements to vary in accord- 
ance with local weather conditions. 

Poster advertising and a cam- 
paign in a number of nationa] mag- 
azines of more than 8,000,000 total 
circulation will also be used. 

The Industrial Alcohol Institute, 
Inc., whose members produce more 
than 96 per cent. of the denatured 
aleoho] manufactured in the United 
States, estimates that 30,000,000 gal- 
lons of the product were used for 
anti-freeze purposes last year, and 
expects that with the help of the 
campaign the consumption will be 
increased at least to 35,000,000 gal- 
ljons this year.

Two metal aniversal joints are 
employed in the propeller shaft 
which transmits the power to the 
rear axle. The latter is of the 
spiral bevel gear, semi-floating 
type with the conventional bevel 
gear differential supported on 
tapered roller bearings and pinion 
straddle mounted between two ball 
bearings. Immediately in front of 
the drive pinion as part of the 
differential carrier unit is built 
the internal gear assembly which 
provides the additional speed re- 
duction. 

The internal gear ring is mounted 
in the case and carried by two ex- 
ternal roller bearings. It is in con- 
stant mesh with the gear teeth on 
the drive shaft, the latter also 
mounted on roller bearings with a 
double-row ball pilot atthe front 
Engagement of the pinion shaft with 
either the internal gear ring 
driving shaft is by means of internal 
and external teeth on a_ sleeve 
splined to the pinion shaft. This ar- 
rangement is similar to that used 
in the Durant four-speed transmis- 
sion, with one-third the number of 
teeth on one gear as on its mate 
The gear with the full number of 
teeth has every third tooth longer 
than the others so that if complete 
sngagement does not take place dur- 
ing forty degrees of travel between 
each two long teeth, the latter will 
act as a stop and guide for the mat- 
ing gear to permit completion of 
engagement.

| Swivel-Chair Credit Men Pass Up Opportunities

A LARGE portion of business is 
. often driven away by the 
tactics of credit men who prefer 
to write letters than take the 
time to personally investigate 
existing conditions, according to 
L. R. Smith, credit manager for 
the Southern Equipment Com- 
pany of San Antonio, Tex., and 
president of the Credit Men’s 
Division of the Texas Automotive 
Jobbers’ Association. 

“While it not possible to call 
on all the accounts that are giving 
vou trouble,” Mr. Smith explained, 
“there are a number who will make 
good customers if a little diplomacy 
is exercised in preference to strong- 
arm methods. It is the personal 
‘ontact with the customer, and the 
natural fraternal feeling between 
men that helps to break down the 
suspicion that existed and leaves a 
spirit of cooperation. 

“We had a customer who was giv- 
ing us all kinds of trouble with his 
account. I had written him a num- 
ber of times calling his attention to 
the past due balance, but we re- 
ceived no replies. It irritated me to 
realize that my letters, which I had 
endeavored to make as courteous 
as possible, should go ignored with- 
out reply or promise. 

“One morning, when I was on the 
point of stopping his credit and 
starting hard-boiled methods to get 
the money, I determined to drop out 
and call on him personally. He had 
a little service station on the out- 
skirts of the city, and it didn’t take 
long to drive out 

“From that little 
sprung up a friendship 
brought us more business in the 
past six months than we had re- 
ceived in the two years previous to 
this time. When I introduced my- 
self, he apologized for not having 
answered my letters, explaining he 
had expected to receive some money 
any day with which to make a sub- 
stantial payment, and that he had 
concluded this would be more ac- 
ceptable than excuses. 

“We talked shop for some time 
and found that we had a number of 
things in common.

Tommy Milton, 
Harry Hartz, Wade Morton. and 
Ralph De Palma, were hopeful that 
some concessions might be made by 
each side and a satisfactory medium 
reached. 

In answer to the drivers’ 
plaint that the new _ restrictions 
would involve the discarding of 
about a half million dollars worth of 
the present type race cars, one 
speaker declared that restrictions 
were as old as racing rules and it 
was from such restrictions that the 
91% cubic inch engines had de- 
veloped without protest. He believed 
a protest now was inconsistent with 
precedent, although agreeing with 
the racing men that the rules were 
heaping hardships upon them. 

The new rules as set forth 
briefly place no restrictions on 
wheel bases, increased piston dis- 
placements to 366 cubic inches, 
require two seated bodies, two 
braking systems, standard trans- 
missions, bar superchargers and 
permit not more, than two valves 
to a cylinder. 

Ed Herrick of Lycoming Motors, 
a unit of the Auburn Automobile 
Company, was the first speaker. 
He predicted stock cars would be 
converted into racers by increasing 
bearing clearance, using lighter 
reciprocating parts and changing 
timing operations. 

Colonel William Guy Wall, con- 
sultant engineer and former presi- 
dent of the S. A. E., believed chief 
attention would center around 
economy, ‘noise and speed in the 
new cars. The racers will be 
mostly eight cylinder cars, he said, 
with probably some air-cooled 
engines being developed for rac- 
ing. Aluminum pistons and con- 
necting rods might be expected as 
well as improved manifolding re- 
sulting from the banishment of 
the supercharger. The cars, he 
believed, would be fast, although 
slower than the small racing 
models of today, and L-head en- 
gines would probably predomi- 
nate because of their lighter con- 
struction.

While the record of this company has not been one of marked 
progress, it has shown steady development and it now has an important} 
place in its field ; E 

Fageol Motors was incorporated under the laws of California in 1916 
for the purpose of manufacturing high-powered and luxurious passenger 
motor trucks and tractors, with emphasis on the former 
War-time conditions, however, soon brought a change in the new 

company’s program and attention was turned exclusively to motor 
trucks. The manufacture of farm tractors was started in 1917 under 
an exclusive license granted by the Hamilton Tractor Company of 
San Francisco, owners of a patent covering the spoke or walking-type 
wheels. 

The depression following within a few years after the end of the 
war brought still a further change in the company’s manufacturing | 
policy. It was then that attention was turned largely to motor buses, in.) 
which the company has specialized ever since with good results 

The first expansion of the company to fietds outside of California 
came in 1920, when the Fageol Motors Company of Ohio was established | 
at Cleveland. This company was licensed to operate in the territory | 
east of the Rrocky Mountains, and in 1924 it erected a factory at Kent, | 
O., tor the production of the “safety coach chassis.” 

The parent company in 1925 entered into a contract with the Ohio 
company, providing for the payment of reyalties by the Ohio com- 
pany to the Califoraia company on trucks and buses manufactured at 
Kent. This contract took the place of the former agreement, which 
was on a cost-plus basis. The maximum royalty was to be $500,000 
and the minimum, $75,000, until a total of $2,000,000 was paid. The 
sales territory was divided, the California company tiking the terri- 
tory west of the Rockies and the Ohio company that east of the | 
Rockies. | 

It was reported at this time that the @hio company, through its} 
controlling company, the American Car and Foundry Motors Company, | 
had exclusive rights to the Hall-Scott motors and would furnish the | 
California company with motors at the price it paid 

Distribution of the Fageol products on the Pacific Coast is handled | 
through the Fageol Motors Sales Corporation, which was organized in! 
1925. The first saleS branch was established in Seattle in that year_and | 
since that time branches have been opened in ail the important cities of | 
the far Western territory | 

The main manufacturing plant is Situated at Oakland, Cal., and| 
the company has, at West Berkeley, Cal., a foundry which produces its | 
own iron castings. 

Sales by the FPageol Company of California this year are showing | 
substantial increases over 1928, which scored a decided gain over 1927. | 
Reports are available only for January and February and they show the 
following results: February, $296,233. against $229,759 in February, 1928, | 
a gain of 29 per cent. January and February total, $526,714, compared 
with $390,876 in the first two months of 1928, a gain of 34.8 per cent.
